egea and responsibilities of self govern- 
ment. Under the respective headings as 
given of the formation of the North-West 
Territory, in accerdance with the Act of 
1875, and the appointment of the Hon, 
David Laid, then Minister -of this Depart- 
ment, as first Governor of these regions ; 
of the moral and material condition of the 
Tndians, during 1876 ; ditto in the Mani- 
toba aud North West Superintendencies ; 
of the [ndians still to bo treated with, &c. 
From the report we learn that the natives 
in these regions are steadily improving, 
both morally aud materially, under the 
direct authority of the Dominion Govern- 
ment. The vice of drunkenness,especially, 
and the illicit whiskey, traflic, have been 
all but entirely stamped out, through the 
effective service of the Mounted Police 
Force. The remainder of the principal re- 
ference in the report may be summar zed 
as follows :— 


The one great ground of anxiety is the 
rapid destruction of the buffslo, which 
threatens, if not stopped, to deprive the 
Lodians within a comparatively short per- 
iod of the means of living. If this shonld 
lead them to settled habits and to the cul- 
tivation of the gromad it will be well, but 
the danger is that that will not be the re- 
sult. The difficulty with the Indians in 
British Oolumbia is in a fair way of being 
settled. There were at school in different 
parts of Ontario 1,857 Indian pupils; in 
Qniebeo, 394 ; Nova Scotia, 68; Prinve Bd- 
ward Island, 30; Menicaba and North- 
west Territories, so far as reported, 106 ; 
and British Coluwbia, 497 ; waking a total 
of 2,952 pupils. 

The resident and nomadic Indians in 
Ontario number 15,549; in Qiebec, .0 
804 ; Nova Scotia, 2,091 ; New Brun.wick, 
1,440 ; Prince Edward Island, 299 ; Mani- 
toba, under the six treaties, 17,754; Ar- 
thabaska district, 2,398. In British Col-

PLANTING TREES. 

People with money to invest may be in- 
terested in tho calculations made by the 
Forestry Associations of the North-west. 
They fiod that a vrop of trees pays beter 
than any other crop that caa be raised. pro 
vided the owuer can sffird tw wait iong 
enough for returns. Trev planting i ¢x- 
pected to greatly modify the rigors of the 
climate. Tow following is a statement of 
pi cuniary resulte ; — 

1, The farmer on the bleakest portions 
of our treeless regions cin, y.th less ready 
money than it would cost to buy a break- 
ing plough, surround bis atockyard und 
buildings with a wide-break, within five 
years, that will protect him as « ffectually 
as thongh he were in the middle of big 
woods, 

2. A crop of trees can be yrown as sure- 
ly and, in proportion to its value, with far 
less expense than a crop of corn. 

8. Ten acres propery planced in timbar, 
and properly cultivateld, will in five years, 
supply fuel for a family in yreat abun- 
danov, and also fencing fur the farm of 160 
acres. 

4. That the most worthless lands of our 
treeless regions can, through the interven- 
tion of the tree planter, be sold for $100 
per acre within 20 years. 

_5. That the net profits on a quarter sec- 
tion of prairie, properly prepared, planted, 
and cultivated with forest trees, will, with- 
ila ten years, exceed the net prolits of ten 
4 Uarter sections of wheat, 

6. A single cottonwood seed, 
smaller than a grain of mustard, 
intelligent cultivation. be developed into 
a cord of firewood within 20 years, 

7. That any young man of muscular de- 
yelopment and good “horse sense’’ can ac- 
complish these results, providing always 

a heisnot in too great haste to get

Mr. Justice Ritchis—They were agreed 
that with respect to all the Ace Pa 
that of undue influence amd intimidation 
tho evidence was mot of such a conclusi 1 
character as would justify them in revore- 
ing the decision of the learned judge and 
declaring the election void by reason of 
any such alleged cerrupt acts; but with re- 
spect to the charge of undue influence and 
intimidation the case was very different, 
and several questions have been raised of 
very great magnitude, and oven questions 
of conatitutional law, in which all in the 
Dominion were deeply interested. The re- 
spondent contended that the clergy had a 
right to do what they did,as they were ex- 
exercising the spiritual fanctions of their 
officer, which were cognizable to the eccles- 
iastical authority, and for which they were 
hot amenable to the civil courts ; also that 
the respondent was not responsible for 
what'they did say ordo, and that it did 
not effect the result of the election. The 
matter in controversy could not be consid- 
ered, so far as that Court was concerned 
as a religious question. The electoral 
franchise was ® statutory civil right, and 
its exercise was regulated and protected by 
statute, and by and before the civil tribun- 
als indicated in the statute must all ques- 

tions, rffecting the validity of elections be 
tried ; and it wassimply a conmstitutioval 
legal question, Had there been any breach 
of the law the pemalty must be imposed. 
It was essential to the very existence of 
Parliament that elections should be free, 
and therefore all undue influences on elec- 
tore was illegal. The rights of individu- 
al électors were tho rights of the public 

and all without distinction of class or cree: 

were interested in the freedom of elections. 
The Legislature had in consequence made 
stringent provisions to preyous any uncon- 
stitutional interference with the freedom 
of elections in the very plain and unmis- 
takable language of the 95th section of the 

Election Act, Lt had been conterded by 

the judge below that the section did not 

apply to spiritual influence. The section 
had'repeatedly received judicial construc- 
tion in Ireland, England, and in the Do- 
minion, wherever the question has been 
rasied, and it was the auty of the Court 
to declare that undue spiritual influence 
and’ intimidatien were ponte by the 
statute. But the learned judge had gone 
further, and said though the law might be 
s0'in Ireland and Eogiand it was not so in 
the Province of Quebec, He did not sug-

Tho Act to amend the law respecting the 
Incorporation of Joint Stock Companies by 
létters patent provides that the Governor 
in Council may, by letters patent grant a 
charter to not less than five persons, creat: 
img thom a body corporate for no other 
purposes other than constructing and 
working railways, banking, insuranco, or 
issuing paper monby. Loan companies 
must have a capital of $100,000. Oomp.in- 
ios, if not loan, at loast ten por cent paid 
up. Companies shall transmit anaually to 
the Minister of Financa a statement in du- 
plicate verified by oath of their president 
or manager, setting out the capital atock 
of thé ‘company, and proportion thereof 
paid np; assets andliabilitios, amoant and 
nature of investinents, both on thoir own 
behalf and on behalf ot others, and the

6vY patients remaining in the asylum, 
and the highest number at any one time 
was 790, During the last year, how- 
ever, the highest number, on any one 
day, had increased to 956, The average 
daily population appears to be{617,though 
the number of patients in the asylum is, 
asa matter of course, subject to fluctu- 
ation, and from various causes, such ag 
deaths, restorations, removals, and new 
admissions, Last year there were 297 
now patients admitted ; 112 discharges, 
79 of whom were cured ; and 71 deaths. 
The number of deaths is said to haye 
bean unusually large. The total cost of 
each patient for the year was $133.52 ; 
or, on an average daily population of 
617, an aggregate cost of $82,382.24 per 
annum. The receipts from paying 
patients amounted to $17,189.48, and 
casual revenue to $1,067.10. Henée, 
the actual cost of the asylum 
to the Province was $64,125.66. The 
total number of patients admitted since 
the opening of the institution was 4,698. 
Of thesé, 2,481 were males and 2;217 fe- 
males. The social condition of the pa- 
tients is given as follows :—Married, 2,- 
547; single, 2,151. It isa remarke blo 
fact that not a single widow or widower 
was ever admitted as a patient. The re- 
ligious denominations given do not bear 
out what has been generally believed. 
I'he patients are classified as follows:— 
Presbyterians, 1,094 ; Episcopalians, 1,- 
366 ; Roman Catholics, 1,050; Metho- 
dists, 748 ; Baptists, 34; Congregation- 
alists, 54 ; Quakers, 37 ; Mennonites, 2; 
and other denominations, 311, It has 
been supposed that the more emotional 
religidus practices were liable to lead to 
insanity ; but the above figures do not 
Sustain that cenclusion, The nationali- 
ies were: Irish, 1,594; English, LEI 
Canadian, 1,316 ; Scotch, 688; United

Wo trust the assessors of the County of

MINORITY REPRESENTATION, 


Mr. Devlin has secured a committee 


_ to enquire into and report upon the prac- 


tical working of our Parliamentary sys- 
tem of representation, and some of the 
reforms adopted elsewhere with a view 
of remedying certain alleged defects. The 
object of his motion is to obtain minority 
representation in Parliament. The theory 
is ‘eminently Reform in principle, and 
appeals strongly for intelligent discussion 
and legislation. But it is decidedly 
radical in sentiment and requires careful 
investigation. Mr. Blake gaye utterance 
to the doctrine in his famous Aurora 
speech, which has excited so much in- 
terested criticism, and, therefore, his 
views at the present juncture are of much 
importance. The tollowing is a portion 
of his speech on Mr, Devlin’s motion : — 
“He held that the present system did 
not merely afford no guarantee that the 
opinions of the people as expressed at 
the polls should be ropresented in this 
House proportionately to their strength, 
but it afforded no guarantee that the ma- 
jority atthe polls might not bein an 
absolute minority in this House.» Hiy 
investigations as to the returns in his 
own Province of the elections of 1867, 
convinced him that, assuming the accla 
mation elections on the most reasonable 
basis that could be obtained as to the 
relative atrength of parties in those con- 
stituencies, the elections occurring sub- 
sequently to and preceding the election, 
and thus arrived ata conclusion as to 
what would haye been the popular vote 
had there been a contest in every county, 
the Liberal party would have had a very 
slight majority in the Province of On- 
tario; that of the cighty-two members 
who were returned the popular vote would 
have returned lightly more than forty 
one, and therefore it would have been 
forty-two against forty, being the nearest 
approximation that could have been got. 
As a fact it was thirty-nine to forty- 
three. In the same election the Province 
of Nova Scotia returned eighteen mem-

THE QUEEN’S PICTURE. 

De. Henry Howard, now Medical Super- 
intendent of the Lunatic Asylum at Longue 
Pointe, furnishes the following information 
of how the Queen's Pisture was saved 
when the Parliament House was burned at 
Montroal, during the terrible riot of the 
26th of April, 1849 :-— 

«Tho four of us, that is jthe two Todds, 
White and myself, came down together, 
and met in the passage where the ‘Queen's 
Picture’ hung. ‘Captains Wily and Turn- 
er,’ I cried out,o'Let ws save tho Jaen 
Picture!’ and jumped over the rails follow- 
ed by White, Turner and. Alfred Todd. 
The lattor proposed to cut it out of the 
frame, and was proceeding to do so when 
agood shake of the frame caused the: pic- 
ture to drop out—that is, the canvas or 
frame it was stretched on. White took 
hold of one end and I of the other, We 
got over the rails and were coming down 
the stairs when I found that we—White 
and I—were alone. We heard the cry, 
‘Save yourselves |’ and immediately yols 
umes of smoke rushed .up the atairs, 
White let go the picture and I saw no 
more of him. I afterwards found he had 
made his way through the; side door, for 
which door I was also searching, but the 
flames met me and I veered a ISttle to the 
right, which brought me into the Port- 
éra room, still holding on to the pic- 
ture. There was no one in the Porters 
room, and there was not a shred of the 
window |frame—all had been broken 
to pieces, I got up into the window draw- 
ing the picture after me, There was a lot 
of men under ths window outside, who told 
me not to be afraid, but drop myself down. 
Idid so briaging the picture with me 
through the window, While the,picture was 
passing through the window, it struck and 
twisted. I then endeavored to pass through 
the crowd to the other side of the street, 
when a ‘seedy’ looking fellow, wearing a

MEATS COOKED BY COLD! . 


It is a fact of familiar experieace “that | 
extreme cold produces in organic substan- 
ces effects closely resembling those of heat. 
Thus, contact with frozen mercury gives 
the sensation as contact with fire ; and 
meat that has been exposed to alow tem- 
perature assumes a condition like that pro- 
duced by heat. This action of intense” 
cold has been turned to account for econo- 
mieal uses by the Hungarian chemist. He 
subjects fresh meats to a temperature 
of minus 33° Fahr., and, haying. thus 
“cooked them by cold,” seals them her- 
metically in tin cans. The results are re-

Sir,--In,the issue of your valuable paper 
of Monday last appoars @ short editorial on 
,the above subject, which, unintentionally on’ 
your part no doubt, does an injustice to 
certain parties prominently connected with

In that article you (censure those who 
have'taken legal’ proceedings agninst* Me. 
Lioyd and others, whom you assume were 
duly elected to’ the Board of Directors) on 
thé 17th inst., and intimated that such an 
action isadirect: attempt to burke ‘the 
proceedings that Haye’ been begun in favor 
of the. immediate construction of the \road, 
You'also add that» you. can conceive’ no 
other reason for this fopposition than, a 
disposition-to-stave off the resumption of 
the work and to manipulate the Board for 
ulterior and selfish purposes; and end up 
by accusing the contractor, Mr) Brown, 
and his advisors with deception -and in- 
difference. 

Now, Mr. Editor, this is a pretty strong 
indictment, andif true your censures are 
welldeserved. But, nofortunately,» these 
censures are based upon assumptions which 
the facts of the case will not warrant. 

In the first place, your reaiers are left 
to infer that certain old\\membors of the 
Board of Directors commenced these legal 
proceedings, which is the roverse of the 
truth, as Mr, Lloyd and his friends began 
pthe attack, and his adversaries only acted 
‘on thedefence, No doubt a legal contest 
of this*kind is detvimental to the best 
intérésts of the Railway,and must,of neces- 
sity, delay its successful progress; but Mr, 
Lloydjand his advisers are alone responsible 
for this, and snould have duly ‘considered 
the matter before commencing opon ‘hosti- 
‘lities. i d : 

You also assume that Mr. Lloyd et a] 
were duly eleoted Directors at the meeting 
referred to, and that their rights in this 
respect should not be called into question. 
Thé opinion of eminent Counsel is that the 
Directors elected at the general meeting 
of stockholders in October last, hold office 
for a year, and cannot be displaced without 
their consent until the year expires, This 
is one of the legal points upon which the 
Court will be called upon to decide, and it 

would be well for laymen to wait for’ that 
decision. before pronouncing a positive 
‘opinion, edo desl ; 

Tho insinuation that certaim parties are 
desirous of burking proceedings and delay- 
ing the construction of the road is obvious- 
ly levelled at cortain prominent Directors, 
and is in my opinion, yery unwarranted 
and unjust. What motive could they have 
in ‘perpetrating anything so suicidal, hs 
their character and reputation, if not their 
personal iuterest, are at stake Jand would 
seriously suffer if. the enterprise should 
fail, either from want of energy {or abil- 
ity,\or through: any misconduct on their 
part} If any of the Directors are desery- 
ing of the censure you have passed upon 
them, they sre either knaves or fools, if 
not both, aud their, namesfshould be de- 
signated. Ifallare not guilty, the inno- 
cent should not suffer through such gener- 
al imputations, 

But why should Mr, Brown, the pro- 
posed contractor, come under this general 
censure? In what respect has ho beon 
guilty of either deception or indifference ? 
While not long since he was busy making 
arréigements td go on with thu’didertak- 
ing, his honest ehdeavors were interfered 


with by certain’ parties whd would try and 
make'the publio believe that they alone 
wore worthyjof being entrusted ‘with the 
completion of the enterprise. I think’ that 
the term *tobstractionists” might very well 
be more appropriately applied e'sewhere 
than to ‘those you think opposed to Mr,
